i  TEST  BAN  TREATY  IN  MOSCOW

NBC  News  has  received  permission  from  the  Soviet  government 
for  two  news  correspondents  and  a  camera  crew  to  cover  the  formal 
signing  of  a  nuclear  test  ban  treaty  in  Moscow  by  representatives 
of  the  United  States,  Britain  and  the  Soviet  Union.  This  was  announced 
today  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
NBC  News. 

Elie  Abel,  NBC  News’  State  Department  correspondent,  and 
Martin  Agronsky,  NBC  News’  Washington  correspondent,  have  already 
left  the  United  States  for  Moscow  on  the  assignment. 

Permission  was  required  since  the  Soviet  government  last 
February  had  ordered  NBC  to  close  its  News  Bureau  in  Moscow  after 
NBC-TV  telecast  the  news  documentaries,  "The  Death  of  Stalin"  and 
"The  Rise  of  Khrushchev,"  broadcast  Jan.  27  and  Feb.  3,  respectively. 

The  American  delegation  headed  by  Secretary  of  State 
Dean  Rusk  will  leave  for  Moscow  Friday  night,  and  British  Foreign 
Secretary  Lord  Home  and  his  delegation  are  expected  to  leave  for 
Russia  Saturday.  The  formal  signing  is  expected  early  next  week.

Four  Special  Full— Hour  Shows  to  Be  Telecast  Next  Season 

A  children's  theatre  series  of  four  full-hour  special 
programs  in  color  will  be  telecast  on  NBC-TV  during  the  1963-64  season 
as  Public  Affairs  presentations  of  NBC  News,  it  was  announced  today 
by  William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  NBC 
News. 

The  programs,  all  original  to  television,  will  be  aimed 
principally  at  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  of  school,  he 
said.  They  will  cover  four  different  kinds  of  children's  theatre 
entertainment.  Air  dates  and  types  of  shows  are  (all  times  NYT) j 

Sunday.  Oct.  6  (6-7  p.m.  )  —  a  musical  drama  in  which  an 
actor  playing  the  leading  role  is  supported  by  a  cast  of  puppets. 

Sunday,  Dec.  8  <3-4  p.m.)  *—  an  orchestral  program  in  which 
an  illustrator  and  a  symphony  orchestra  combine  their  talents  to 
present  a  story. 

Saturday.  Feb.  15  (12-1  p.m.)  —  a  trio  of  one-act  plays 
—  a  comedy,  a  mystery  and  a  historical  drama. 

Sunday,  April  12  (6-7  p.m.)  —  a  modem  musical  fantasy.

The  series  was  created  by  Georgs  Heinemann,  executive 
producer,  who  has  developed  many  outstanding  TV  programs  for  children. 
He  is  manager  of  Public  Affairs,  NBC  News... 

"We  are  dealing  with  the  whole  field  of  children’s  drama  as 
it  relates  to  the  total  personal  development  of  the  child^, "  Heinemann 
said.  "Children's  drama,  many  psychologists  and  educators  believe, 
should  be  an  essential  part  of  every  child's  training,  just  as  music 
and  the  graphic  arts  are." 

From  watching  a  children's  theatre  performance,  he  said, 
a  child  comes  to  have  an  understanding  of  life  values  drawn  from 
experiences  portrayed  on  the  stage.  The  child  also  develops 
standards  of  taste  which  form  the  basis  for  making  him  a  discriminat¬ 
ing  adult. 

"Our  primary  aim  is  to  entertain,  but  each  theatrical 
production  will  have  a  meaningful  morality  for  young  viewers  as  well 
as  definite  educational  values,"  Heinemann  said.  "Children  will  be 
asked  to  invite  their  parents  to  share  with  them  the  experience  of 
living  theatre. 

"The  material  will  be  fresh  to  children  and  adults  alike, 
and  will  be  presented  by  performers  who  are  new  to  the  television 
audience.  We  plan  to  have  a  studio  audience  of  children  of  the  same 
age  as  our  TV  viewers,  and  their  parents,  to  provide  the  full  flavor 
of  attending  a  theatre  production." 

Two  of  the  programs  will  originate  in  NBC's  Chicago 
studios  and  two  in  New  York.  The  three  programs  involving  music

will  be  produced  and  directed  by  David  Barnhizer  of  WNBQ e  NBC-owned 
station  in  Chicago.  The  group  of  one-act  plays  will  be  produced  and 
directed  by  Frank  Pacelli. 

Eeinemann  is  a  member  of  the  Radio-Television  Committee  for 
the  Children’s  Theater  Conference,  a  division  of  the  American 
Educational  Theatre  Association.  He  will  conduct  two  seminars  this 
Summer  on  educational  broadcasting  and  children's  programming,  one  at 
Syracuse  University  and  the  other  at  Northwestern  University. 

During  the  past  15  years  that  he  has  been  in  television, 
Heinemann  has  been  closely  associated  with  children’s  programming. 

As  program  manager  for  WNBQ,  Chicago,  he  originated  "Ding  Dong 
School,"  the  popular  network  program  for  very  young  children.  After 
becoming  Program  Manager  for  WRCA-TV  (now  WNBC-TV) ,  NBC's  owned 
station  in  New  York,  he  "discovered"  Shari  Lewis  and  created  her 
first  program,  the  daily  "Hi,  Mom  Show." 

Among  other  shows  he  developed  for  TV  were  "Jet  Pilot, " 
a  children's  show  in  Chicago;  "They  Speak  for  Themselves,"  a  weekly 
science  series  in  New  York,  and  the  network  series  "Championship 
Debate"  and  "Update."  He  currently  supervises  "Watch  Mr.  Wizard" 
and  "Meet  the  Press."

IMMEDIATELY  AVAILABLE  TO  ALL  UNITS  AND  PARTICIPANTS

An  NBC  News  Wire  Service,  linking  New  York  and  Washington 
and  making  the  network's  reporting  from  all  over  the  world  immediately 
available  in  item  form  to  all  NBC  News  units  and  participants,  will 
be  inaugurated  today,  Monday,  Aug.  5. 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
NBC  News,  announced  establishment  of  the  exclusive-to-NBC  service 
today. 

The  wire  service  has  been  set  up  not  to  displace  any 
regular  wire  service  but  strictly  to  carry  NBC's  own  coverage,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  McAndrew.  "It  is  a  natural  culmination  of  the  vastly 
expanded  number  of  NBC  News  shows  and  of  our  vastly  expanded 
facilities  for  doing  our  own  reporting  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
independent  of  the  established  wire  services, "  he  said.  "We  are 
sending  out  more  and  more  staff  correspondents,  and  the  new  service  is 
designed  to  make  the  maximum  possible  use  of  the  work  of  all  of  them." 

NBC  News  correspondents  will  feed  the  wire  service  with 
many  kinds  of  information  by  overseas  circuit,  cable,  telephone  or 
telegram  from  the  scene  of  breaking  stories. 

"From  now  on,  NBC  News  correspondents  will  need  to 
perform  not  only  as  broadcasters  but  as  wire  service  reporters  as 
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2  -  NBC  News  Wire  Service 

well,”  Mr.  McAndrew  said.  "Correspondents  will  cable  or  phone 
us  on  stories  when  circuits  are  unobtainable  in  remote  places.  The 
wire  service  can  then  be  used  to  insure  that  all  persons  whose 
business  is  getting  the  word  out  on  the  air  have  this  information  and 
make  effective  use  of  it.  Correspondents  will  give  us  detail  and 
color  on  stories  which  are  covered  in  their  main  aspects  by  the 
regular  news  wires,  details  exclusive  to  us  and  with  which  we  can 
give  added  vividness  to  the  story."

All  recorded  spot  news,  foreign  and  domestic,  which 
will  be  transcribed  and  digested.

XEROX  TO  SPONSOR  NBC  NEWS  SPECIAL  TV  PROGRAM 
ON  RACE  RELATIONS  IN  NATION'S  CAPITAL 

"The  Washington  Negro,"  an  in-depth  appraisal  by  NBC  News 
correspondent  Chet  Huntley  of  race  relations  in  the  nation's  capital  — 
a  predominantly  Negro  city  —  will  be  presented  on  the  NBC- TV  Network 
Thursday,  Sept.  26  (10-11  p.m.  EDT) . 

This  NBC  News  special  program  will  be  the  first  of  seven  pro¬ 
grams  sponsored  by  Xerox  Corporation  (through  Papert,  Koenig,  Lois  Inc.). 
It  will  be  produced  by  Gerald  Green,  who  formerly  was  producer  of  the 
"Chet  Huntley  Reporting"  series . 

"We  hope  to  present  a  non- emotional,  non-prejudiced  view  of 
the  situation  as  it  exists,"  Green  says.  "One  of  the  difficulties  in 
reporting  Washington's  problems  is  that  they  invariably  invoke 
emotional  responses,  from  both  Negroes  and  whites." 

Huntley  points  out  that  although  the  crime  rate  is  higher  than 
a  decade  ago,  and  there  are  many  areas  of  friction  and  disturbance, 

"there  is  also  an  enormous  potential  for  Washington  to  emerge  as  a  show¬ 
case  for  good  race  relations. 

"Washington,  probably  more  than  any  other  city,  has  a  large 
stable,  intelligent  and  prosperous  middle  class  of  Negroes.  It  also 
has  a  large  and  vocal  white  population  of  government  workers,  pro-

fessional  men  and  women  and  others  who  are  concerned  about  the  Negro 
problem  and  want  constructive  measures  taken/11  Huntley  says.  "’If 
integration  of  an  urban  population  can  be  made  to  work  anywhere, 
Washington  would  appear  to  be  an  ideal  spot  for  this  to  develop  — 
rather  than  New  York,  Chicago  or  Philadelphia,  where  the  Negro  is  not  so 
well  off  financially  or  socially." 

The  film  report  will  cover  schools,  housing,  welfare,  job 
appointments,  crime  —  and  the  city's  government,  the  House  District  of 
Columbia  Committee.  It  will  include  comments  by  the  Most  Rev. 

Patrick  A.  O' Boyle,  archbishop  of  Washington;  Dr.  Carl  F.  Hansen, 
superintendent  of  schools;  G.  Franklin  Edwards,  professor  of  sociology 
at  Howard  University;  and  the  Rev.  E.  Franklin  Jackson,  president  of 
the  Washington  chapter  of  the  NAACP  and  pastor  of  John  Wesley  A.M.E. 

Zion  Church.  Others  who  will  express  their  views  are  Representatives 
George  Huddleston  Jr.  (D.-Ala.),  Joel  T.  Broyhill  (R.-Va.)  and  Fred 
Schwengel  (R.-Ia.),  members  of  the  House  District  of  Columbia 
Committee.

ST.  MARK'S  PLAQUE  AT  1963  VENICE  FILM  FESTIVAL

The  First  Prize  St.  Mark's  Plaque  at  the  1963  Venice  Film 
Festival  has  been  awarded  to  "Polaris  Submarine:  Journey  of  an  Undersea 
Voyage,"  the  NBC  News  program  produced  and  written  by  Lou  Hazam  and  pre¬ 
sented  on  the  NBC- TV  Network  last  Dec.  19. 

It  was  chosen  as  the  best  documentary  in  stiff  competition  with 
entries  from  25  countries.  The  14th  international  exhibition  was  held 
in  Venice  July  10-20.  The  award  will  be  presented  to  producer  Lou  Hazam 
at  the  annual  CINE  Awards  ceremony  and  prestige  showing  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  in  November.

Malcolm  R.  Johnson  has  been  named  Manager,  NBC  News,  it  was 
announced  today  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in 
charge  of  NBC  News. 

Mr.  Johnson,  a  veteran  newsman  whose  career  began  in  1937, 
was  formerly  Night  Manager  of  NBC  News.  Previously,  he  was  manager  of 
NBC  News  Program  Service  with  responsibility  for  channeling  NBC  News 
film  reports  throughout  the  network.

The  familiar  voice  of  NBC  News  Correspondent  Morgan  Beatty 
will  soon  be  heard  orbiting  the  world,  in  a  sense,  in  the  form  of  a 
special  tape  to  be  used  by  the  Program  Broadcast  Service  of  RCA 
Communications  Inc. 

The  tape  will  serve  to  identify  the  stations  on  frequencies 
used  in  transmissions  abroad  by  RCA  Communications'  program  service, 
and  will  be  broadcast  on  assigned  frequencies  at  intervals  each  day, 
allowing  receivers  to  identify  and  adjust  to  it. 

The  text  to  be  spoken  by  Beatty  is:  "This  is  a  station  owned 
and  operated  by  RCA  Communications,  66  Broad  Street,  New  York, 
testing  for  receiver  adjustment  purposes." 

The  test  signal  transmission  will  originate  in  New  York, 
to  be  relayed  via  microwave  to  Rocky  Point,  L.I.,  where  the  RCA 
Communications  transmitters  are  located.  The  Program  Broadcast 
Service  is  also  used  by  NBC  News  correspondents  for  vocal  transmission 
of  news  dispatches  to  New  York. 

RCA  Communications  selected  Morgan  Beatty  because  the 
resonance  and  quality  of  his  voice  make  it  particularly  suitable  for 
this  purpose.  Beatty  has  been  commentator  and  news  editor  of  NBC 
Radio's  "News  of  the  World"  since  1946  (7:30  p.m.  EDT,  Monday 
through  Friday),  and  is  featured  on  "Monitor"  each  week  end.

For  the  first  time  radio  audiences  throughout  the  country 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  hear  how  Toscanini  sang  in  rehearsal,  as 
he  did  for  many  years  conducting  the  NBC  Symphony  Orchestra,  in  the 
program  "Toscanini  —  the  Man  Behind  the  Legend"  Wednesday,  Aug,  21 
on  NBC  Radio  Network,  except  WNBC  (9:05-10  p.m.  EDT)  and  Sunday, 

Aug,  25  on  WNBC  only  (11:10  p.m. -12:05  a.m.  EDT). 

For  many  years,  even  during  the  broadcast  concerts, 

Toscanini  could  often  be  heard  faintly  in  the  background,  particularly 
when  he  was  conducting  an  opera.  On  the  RCA  Victor  recordings  of  "La 
Boheme"  and  "La  Traviata,"  he  is  distinctly  "present."  However,  on 
this  program  he  will  be  heard  clearly  as  he  directed  the  orchestra, 
often  using  his  singing  voice  to  illustrate  a  point,  rather  than  to 
give  a  long  explanation  to  the  musicians. 

Notable  singers  who  appeared  with  Toscanini,  including  Rose 
Bampton,  Robert  Merrill,  Salvatore  Baccaloni  and  Jerome  Hines,  comment 
on  the  quality  of  the  maestro's  singing  voice.

SURVEY  SHOWS  ONE  OF  EVERY  FOUR  TEACHERS  IN  NATION'S  ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS  USES  NBC  TEACHER'S  GUIDE  FOR  "EXPLORING" 

One  out  of  every  four  teachers  in  the  nation's  elementary 
schools  is  being  reached  by  the  NBC  Teacher's  Guide  for  "Exploring," 
and  86  percent  of  them  are  making  use  of  this  teaching  aid  in  their 
classrooms.  Seventy  nine  percent  have  encouraged  their  pupils  to  watch 
the  educational  program  so  it  can  become  the  subject  of  classroom 
discussion  later. 

Edward  Stanley,  NBC  Director  of  Public  Affairs,  says  this  is 
a  "notable  achievement  in  the  use  of  mass  communications  for  mass 
education."  Both  the  program  and  the  guides  are  under  his  supervision. 

The  color  program  will  return  to  NBC -TV  for  its  second  season 
Saturday,  Oct.  12  (1-2  p.m.  NYT) . 

In  view  of  the  remarkable  success  of  the  NBC  Teacher's  Guides, 
the  network  is  now  developing  guides  for  teachers  to  supplement  two 
other  program  series  in  the  youth  field. 

"The  success  of  the  guides,"  Stanley  said,  "is  due  to  the 

fact  that  they  are  written  on  a  strictly  professional  basis,  by  a 

(more) 
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professional  teacher,  as  a  teacher  would  do  her  own  plan  book,  and 
intended  first  of  all  to  make  the  television  program  professionally 
useful  to  the  teacher.” 

“Exploring”  is  a  pioneering  experiment  in  providing  pro¬ 
gramming  for  children  in  the  5 -through- 11  year  age  group  which  would 
have  both  entertainment  and  educational  values. 

The  two  other  program  groups  which  N3C  will  make  readily  use¬ 
ful  to  the  teacher  are  the  four  full-hour  color  specials  for  the  ”NBC 
Children* s  Theatre”  and  ”NBC  News  Encore,”  a  group  of  rebroadcasts  of 
the  outstanding  news  specials,  aimed  at  high  school  and  junior  high 
school  students. 

A  six-city  survey  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Teacher's  Guides, 
conducted  by  Millard  Research  Associates  for  the  NBC  Planning  and 
Research  Department,  showed  that  just  under  80  percent  of  the  teachers 
receiving  the  guides  used  them  and  had  recommended  the  program  to  their 
pupils  for  viewing.  Thirty  percent  made  this  recommendation  frequently. 
And,  of  those  who  never  recommended  viewing  at  all,  a  third  kept  the 
guides  for  their  own  reference.  In  all,  86  percent  of  the  teachers  who 
received  the  guides  made  some  use  of  them. 

”We  never  anticipated  a  success  so  complete  as  this,”  Stanley 
said.  ”The  best  guess  we  could  get  from  those  in  the  direct  mail  field 
was  that  we  might  expect  70,000  requests.  Instead,  the  guides  went  to 
more  than  250,000  elementary  teachers  who  requested  them.  This  means 
that  our  guides  reached  better  than  one  out  of  every  four  teachers  in

the  elementary  schools .  The  chances  seem  very  good  that  even  this 
surprising  number  will  be  dramatically  increased  this  Fall.  There 
doesn't  seem  to  be  any  saturation  point  in  the  learning  process,  and 
in  a  mass  society  it  seems  appropriate  to  use  mass  tools.” 

Stanley  says  that  television  programming  for  children  should 
not  try  to  duplicate  the  classroom  situation,  or  replace  the  teacher, 
but  should  be  relevant  to  what  the  young  viewer  is  learning  at  school. 

"The  achievements  of  'Exploring'  and  the  NBC  Teacher's 
Guides  constitute  a  significant  advance,  both  in  the  world  of  education 
and  of  television.  We  have  broken  at  least  one  trail  down  which  the 
public  school  system  and  the  television  network  can  travel  together 
and  achieve  a  great  goal,”  he  says. 

"Everything  is  news  to  a  child.  Everything  he  eats,  smells, 
sees,  hears  or  sits  on  is  a  part  of  his  educational  experience.  He  is 
going  to  be  watching  a  lot  of  television,  and  if  we  can  'take'  the 
teacher  where  the  child  is,  perhaps  we  can  also  transmit  to  the  class¬ 
room  some  part  of  the  excitement  and  fascination  that  lives  in  tele- 
vision. ” 

The  guides  are  produced  by  NBC  and  edited  by  Mrs.  Gloria 
Kirshner,  a  professional  teacher  and  a  graduate  of  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University.  They  are  intended  to  be  as  much  like  the  plan 
book  that  a  teacher  would  produce  for  herself  as  is  possible.  They 
include  a  reference  bibliography  supplied  by  the  American  Library 
Association,  a  synopsis  of  the  program  and  suggested  classroom 
activities.  A  distinguished  advisory  panel  is  available  for  con¬ 
sultation  and  advice  if  needed.

FIRST  COMPREHENSIVE  TV  REPORT  ON  MANNED  MOON  MISSION 

All  16  U.  S .  astronauts  will  take  part  in  an  NBC  News 
special,  the  first  comprehensive  TV  report  on  the  manned  moon 
mission  the  United  States  expects  to  launch  before  1970. 

The  hour-long  color  program,  titled  "Apollo  —  The  Lunar 
Mission, "  and  prepared  with  the  full  cooperation  of  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration,  is  scheduled  on  the  NBC-TV  Net¬ 
work  on  Tuesday,  Oct.  1  (10  to  11  p.m.  EDT )  .  The  program  is  being 
produced  and  directed  by  James  Kitchell  of  NBC  News.

All 
phases  of  Apollo  will  be  covered,  with  extensive  color  film  footage

Alan  B.  Shepard  Jr.,  the  first  U.  S.  man  in  space,  will 
explain  the  objectives  of  the  project,  highlighting  a  sequence  of 
still— pictures— in— motion  of  artists’  concepts  of  what  will  happen  to 
the  vehicle  from  blast-off  to  moon  landing. 
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"Apollo  —  The  Lunar  Mission"  will  define  the  reasons  behind 
the  project,  identify  the  people  and  agencies  involved,  and  describe 
Project  Apollo,  the  mission  for  which  if  has  been  estimated  approximate¬ 
ly  $40  billion  will  be  spent  in  the  next  five  years.

Diagramatic  representation  and  animated  sequences  illustrate 
the  movements  of  tides  and  currents,  the  composition  of  sea  water,  the 
topography  of  the  ocean  floors  with  its  greet  seamounts,  sunken 
islands and  submarine  canyons  and  trenches.  The  only  "character"  that 
appears  in  the  program  is  a  drop  of  water,  characterized  by  Walt 
Disney  cartoonists.  A  catchy  jingle  is  sung  by  a  male  chorus, 
accompanying  actions  of  the  cartoon  character. 

In  shots  of  exceptional  beauty,  the  film  shews  marine  life 
in  its  amazing  variety,  both  near  the  surface  and  on  the  ocean  floors 
in  near  freezing  temperatures  where  there  is  almost  no  light.  Layers 
of  the  sediment  on  the  ocean's  bottom  are  extracted,  and  the  film 
demonstrates  how  science  analyzes  this  material,  which  might  represent 
a  million  years  of  falling  sediment. 

Recent  developments  in  the  tools  of  oceanography  will  be 
seen,  including  the  remarkable  Flip  Ship,  which  stands  on  its  end  to 
allow  for  a  more  stable  platform  on  which  the  scientists  work.  Under¬ 
water  television  cameras,  salt-water  conversion  plants  and  ocean  oil¬ 
drilling  are  among  the  developments  explained  in  the  program.

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FUNERAL  SERVICES  FOR  CLIFFORD  ODETS  HELD  IN  CALIFORNIA 
Playwright  Was  Head  Writer  and  Editor-in-Chief  of  ’Richard  Boone  Show’ 

Funeral  services  were  held  today  (Aug.  16)  in  the  Little 
Church  of  the  Flowers,  Forest  Lawn  Memorial  Park,  Glendale,  Calif'.,  for 
playwright  Clifford  Odets,  who  died  Aug.  14  in  Cedars  of  Lebanon 
Hospital,  Los  Angeles.  He  was  57. 

Odets  was  author  of  a  long  list  of  successful  stage  plays, 
including  "Awake  and  Sing,"  "Waiting  for  Lefty,"  "Golden  Boy,"  "The 
Big  Knife,"  "The  Country  Girl,"  "The  Flowering  Peach,"  "’Til  the  Day  I 
Die,"  "Rocket  to  the  Moon"  and  "Clash  by  Night."  He  also  wrote 
screenplays  for  his  own  "Golden  Boy,"  "The  Country  Girl"  and  "The  Big 
Knife"  and  screen  adaptations  for  "None  But  the  Lonely  Heart," 

"Deadline  at  Dawn,"  "Humoresque"  and  "Sweet  Smell  of  Success." 

Odets  entered  television  this  year  as  head  writer  and  editor- 
in-chief  of  "The  Richard  Boone  Show"  on  the  NBC -TV  Network’s  19°3-°4 
schedule . 

Odets  worked  in  a  supervisory  capacity  on  some  30  scripts  for 
the  series.  He  planned  to  write  one-third  of  the  plays  and  had  written 
two  original  teleplays  before  he  was  hospitalized  three  weeks  ago.  The 
dramas,  "Big  Mitch"  and  "Mafia  Man,"  will  star  Boone. 

Boone  said:  "The  loss  of  Clifford  Odets  is  not  the  loss  of 
one  show  but  it  is  the  loss  of  the  entire  world  of  the  theatre.  One  of 
the  greatest  privileges  of  my  life  was  to  have  been  associated  with  him. 
Wherever  our  work  takes  us,  his  impact,  passion  and  talent  will  always 

be  present  in  everything  we  do." 

producer  Buck  Houghton  said:  I  have  a  sharp  feeling 

of  personal  loss  and  am  regretfully  aware  of  the  greater  loss  in  Mr.

talents  to  television  for  the  first  time,  and  better  than  most  people, 

I  knew  how  meaningful  that  was  going  to  be  in  the  years  ahead.  Clifford 
had  a  great  optimism  about  the  human  situation  and  a  dedication  to 
quality  work  that  has  pervaded  the  efforts  of  all  things  about  him  in 
the  planning  and  execution  of  this  show.  I  knew  Mr.  Odets  for  only 
seven  months  and  that  wasn’t  nearly  enough." 

A  native  of  Philadelphia,  Odets  was  raised  in  The  Bronx,  New 
York,  and  moved  to  Hollywood  in  the  late  1930’s.  He  was  married 
in  1943  to  Bette  Grayson,  who  died  in  1954,  and  is  survived  by  two 
children,  Nora,  17,  and  Walt  Whitman  Odets,  16. 

Before  entering  the  hospital,  Odets  appointed  Bill  Gordon 
acting  editor-in-chief  of  "The  Richard  Boone  Show."  Gordon,  who  has 
been  active  in  radio,  television  and  motion  pictures  as  writer  and 
director,  will  continue  as  editor-in-chief.

"Espionage,"  a  new  weekly  full-hour  filmed  series  of 
suspense  dramas  to  be  produced  in  England  by  Herbert  Brodkin’s 
Plautus  Productions,  will  be  a  Wednesday  night  (9-10  p.m.  NYT) 
feature  on  NBC-TV  during  the  1963-64  season,  starting  Oct.  2.

MAKING  EACH  PROGRAM  A  PRONOUNCED  SUCCESS 
Some  Pointers  from  Reuven  Frank  of  NBC  News'  "Huntley  Brinkley  Report" 

Some  years  ago  NBC  News  editors  received  a  pronunciation  guide 
in  which  Prague  was  pronounced  to  rhyme  with  "vague." 

Reuven  Frank,  executive  producer  of  the  new,  expanded 
"Huntley-Brinkley  Report"  (starting  Monday,  Sept  9,  7-7; 30  p.m.  NYT) 
recalled  the  guide  in  a  recent  memorandum  on  television  news  style. 

"I  do  not  remember  anyone  taking  this  book  seriously,"  he 
wrote .  "We  concluded  the  whole  work  rhymed  with  vague  and  threw  it 
away." 

In  the  conviction  that  a  news  program  —  with  so  many  voices 
participating  —  should  aim  at  some  consistency,  Frank  has  now 
addressed  to  his  staff  a  few  observations  on  pronunciation  and  style. 
Following  are  some  excerpts; 

"Using  some  obviously  foreign  pronunciation  for  the  name 
of  a  foreign  place  or  person  can  do  one  of  two  things;  it  can  prevent 
the  audience  from  knowing  where  or  whom  you  are  talking  about?  or  it  can 
convince  the  audience  you  are  showing  off,  itself  something  which  will 
interest  it,  but  distract  it  from  what  you  are  saying... 

"If  we  are  agreed  not  to  say  'Paree'  or  'Moskva, '  the  rest 
should  follow.  But  somehow  it  doesn't.  If  ' Elisabethveel, '  why  not 
' Louisveel ' ?  People  who  earn  their  living  talking  should  be  able  to

listen.  If  you  listen,  you  will  be  able  to  hear  for  every  place 
common  in  the  news  or  in  general  conversation  an  established  or 
emerging  American  pronunciation.  That  is  the  one  we  use... 

"The  word  'junta'  or  'junto'  entered  the  English  language  at 
least  as  early  as  the  time  of  Charles  the  First,  and  was  in  use  among 
the  colonists  before  the  American  Revolution.  Uebster  allows  the 
pronunciation  'hoonta'  only  for  the  council  which  assisted  the 
Spanish  governor  of  the  Phillippines  or  the  Cuban  groups  which 
conspired  against  Spanish  rule... 

"I  am  sure  it  is  not  necessary  to  admonish  you  about  the  use 
of  Homeric  epithet.  The  'oil-rich  sheikdom  of  Kuwait'  and  'breakaway 
Katanga  province'  have  already  become  jokes.  For  a  while  it  seemed  we 
might  have  to  live  with  'crisis-prone  Yemen'... 

"Some  of  our  'quidnuncs'  consider  it  'pukkah'  to  use  foreign 
words  and  phrases.  They  think  it  elevates  them  from  the  'canaille'  to 
some  sort  of  Sanhedrin  feuilletoniste . '  This  always  leads  them  into 
'culs  de  sac'  which  titivate  my  Schadenfreude.'  For  this  reason, 
'nilhil  obsto.'  Or,  as  we  used  to  say  down  at  the  poolroom,  'gnothi 
seauton. ' "

Three  new  productions  and  two  repeats  will  make  up  the  15th 
television  season  of  the  NBC  Opera  Company,  it  was  announced  by 
producer  Samuel  Chotzinoff. 

Donizetti's  "Lucia  di  Lammermcor, "  Wolf-Ferrari ' s  "Secret 
of  Suzanne"  and  Menotti's  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors"  will  be 
among  the  new  productions.  The  repeats  will  be  Menotti’s  "Labyrinth" 
which  had  its  world  premiere  on  NBC-TV  last  Spring  and  Bach's  "St. 
Matthew  Passion."  The  Bach  work  was  offered  last  Easter  season  in 
two  programs.  This  year  it  will  be  seen  as  one  three-hour  program. 

"Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors"  will  be  redone  with  an 
entirely  new  cast,  new  sets  and  costumes.  This  Gian  Carlo  Menotti 
work,  commissioned  by  NBC,  was  given  its  world  premiere  by  the  NBC 
Opera  Company  on  Christmas,  1951.  It  has  been  telecast  13  times. 

There  have  been  three  boys  in  the  role  of  Amahl,  the  remainder  of 
the  cast  being  the  same.  This  year  it  will  be  taped  in  color.  RCA 
Victor,  which  released  a  recording  with  the  original  cast,  plans  to 
make  a  new  stereo  recording  with  the  new  cast. 

"Lucia  di  Lammermoor"  is  one  of  the  more  popular  operas  of 
the  repertoire,  but  principally  because  it  is  a  dazzling  showpiece  for 
the  prima  donna.  Producer  Chotzinoff  plans  to  bring  out  the  often

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passed  over  dramatic  quality  of  the  work,  whose  libretto  is  based  on 
Sir  Walter  Scott’s  novel  "The  Bride  of  Lammermoor."  "The  Secret  of 
Suzanne"  is  a  one  act  comedy,  with  two  singing  and  one  non-singing 
character. 

MenottiTs  "Labyrinth"  which  was  commissioned  by  NBC, 
represented  a  great  departure  for  the  composer-librettist.  It  is 
a  work  that  is  symbolic,  and  uses  some  of  the  dramatic  tools  of 
surrealism.  Bach’s  "St.  Matthew  Passion"  will  be  repeated  in  its 
entirety.  It  is  rare  for  this  great  choral  and  solo  work  to  be 
given  without  cuts. 

Director  again  will  be  Kirk  Browning.  Among  the  conductors 
are  Alfred  Wallenstein  and  Herbert  Grossman.  All  of  the  presentations 
of  the  NBC  Opera  Company  are  given  in  English.  This  season  all  of 
the  productions  will  be  in  color.

the  civil  rights  issue  Monday,  Sept.  2  (7:30-10:30  p.m.  EDT) . 

NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee  will  be  anchorman  of  the 
program,  which  will  cover  more  than  75  places  across  the  nation  and 
present  the  different  points  of  view  of  the  leaders  of  civil  rights 
movements,  their  opponents  and  critics,  public  officials,  and  other 
well-known  persons  in  the  fields  of  labor,  education,  religion  and  the 
arts.

Supplementing  the  live  and  current  film  coverage,  the 
program  will  use  a  variety  of  historical  materials  including  rare  film 
showing  the  treatment  of  the  Negro  in  the  U.  S.  as  far  back  as  1915. 

The  five  main  areas  in  which  Negroes  are  seeking  equality 
are  public  accommodation,  housing,  voting,  jobs  and  education.  The 
first  of  these  will  be  covered  in  visits  to  Birmingham  and  Cambridge, 
Md.  Coverage  in  Chicago  will  show  the  struggle  for  equal  housing. 
Doddsville,  Miss.,  the  home  of  Senator  James  0.  Eastland,  will  be 
the  dateline  for  an  examination  of  a  one-party,  one-race  electorate. 
Coverage  of  this  voting  issue  will  span  many  areas  in  the  country  and 
include  statements  by  several  Congressmen.  A  study  of  equal  job 
opportunity  will  feature  a  report  by  NBC  News  reporter  Bob  Teague  of 
his  experiences  on  a  picket  line  in  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  and  statements 
from  labor  leaders.  Nearby  Englewood,  N.  J.,  will  be  the  starting 
point  for  examining  segregation  and  desegregation  in  schools. 

Showing  all  the  weapons  that  have  been  used  in  the 
"revolution"  —  to  achieve  equality  and  to  prevent  it  —  the  program 
will  trace  developments  in  the  Freedom  Rides  along  the  route  from 
Birmingham  to  Montgomery,  Ala.,  to  Jackson,  Miss.;  will  visit 
Greensboro,  N.  C.,  where  the  sit-ins  began;  will  view  the  Black 
Muslims  in  Harlem;  will  show  federal  intervention  in  Little  Rock, 

Ark.,  and  report  on  killings  in  Keener,  Ala.,  and  Lexington,  N.  C.

Reporting  on  how  the  civil  rights  movement  has  progressed, 
the  telecast  will  report  on  the  peaceful  integration  of  Oklahoma  City 
and  Atlanta,  Ga.,  two  major  cities  formerly  segregated;  will  show 
how  Nashville,  Tenn,,  and  New  Orleans  solved  their  problems;  will 
point  out  the  victory  for  integration  at  the  University  of  Mississippi 
—  and  its  high  price  —  and  will  show  the  victory  for  segregation 
in  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.  Chet  Huntley  will  describe  how  Negroes 
were  viewed  during  his  youth  in  Reedpoint,  Mont. 

A  major  segment  of  the  program  will  focus  on  Washington. 

Ray  Scherer  will  discuss  the  history  of  past  civil  rights  legislation 
and  the  1963  Congressional  struggle  with  the  problem.  David  Brinkley 
will  trace  Supreme  Court  actions  throughout  the  nation’s  history. 
Sander  Vanocur  will  report  on  the  role  of  the  executive  branch  of 
government . 

Dozens  of  nationally  known  personalities  will  present 
their  points  of  view  on  aspects  of  the  civil  rights.  The  list  of 
participants  will  include  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  Roy  Wilkins, 
executive  secretary  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Colored  People,  and  other  leaders  of  civil  rights  movements; 
Governor  George  C.  Wallace  of  Alabama,  Governor  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller 
of  New  York,  Senator  Barry  M.  Goldwater  of  Arizona  and  other  public 
officials;  James  H.  Meredith;  Jackie  Robinson;  Walter  P.  Reuther, 
president  of  the  United  Auto  Workers;  William  Simmons,  executive 
director  of  the  Citizens’  Councils  of  America,  and  many  others 
representing  the  varying  approaches  to  the  issue  that  public  opinion 
has  taken  throughout  the  nation.

The  Telstar  II  feeds  will  be  picked  up  by  both  the  British 
and  French  reception  points  twice  on  Wednesday  —  between  11:17  a.m.

In  the  1962-63  season,  ‘'Exploring''  used  a  "theme  object"  — 
a  piece  of  string  or  a  lump  of  coal,  for  example  —  to  unite  the  six 
major  areas  of  learning  it  covered.  Instead  of  these  objects,  a 
person  or  a  group  of  people  will  connect  the  various  segments  during 
the  coming  season.  These  unifying  characters  may  be  real  or  fictitious, 
historical  or  contemporary.

We  hope 
that  children  watching  our  program  will  ask  'why?1  and  then  will  go 
to  their  parents,  their  teacher  or  their  library  to  find  more 
information  about  whatever  whets  their  curiosity." 

David  Wayne,  Vincent  Price,  Glynis  Johns  and  John  Carradine 
are  among  the  outstanding  actors  and  actresses  who  will  narrate  the 
animated  stories  presented  in  the  language  segment.  The  music  segments 
again  will  feature  distinguished  instrumental  and  dance  groups.

CHILDREN'S  SCIENCE  SERIES ,  IN  NEW  SEASON  ON  NBC-TV 

"Watch  Mr.  Wizard,"  NBC-TV 's  award-winning  weekend  science 
series  for  children,  will  begin  a  new  season  of  fascinating  and 
informative  experiments  Saturday,  Oct.  12  (new  time  2-2:30  p.m.,  NYT) . 

Now  in  its  13th  year  on  NBC-TV,  the  program  stars  Don 
Herbert  as  Mr.  Wizard.  He  is  assisted  on  alternate  weeks  by  Rita 
McLaughlin  and  Alan  Howard,  both  12  years  old.  Herbert  is  also  the 
program's  creator  and  has  produced  the  series  since  it  started  on 
March  3,  1951. 

Each  week  on  the  half-hour  program,  Herbert  illustrates 
basic  scientific  principles  through  simplified  but  often  dazzling 
demonstrations.  During  the  past  year,  his  topics  have  ranged  from 
the  science  of  orbiting  to  an  exploration  of  pond  water,  from 
electronic  music  to  tricks  with  mirrors. 

Herbert  is  planning  diversified  and  interesting  topics  for 
his  1963-64  schedule,  including  relativity,  living  fossils,  radio 
control  and  glaciers. 

"Watch  Mr.  Wizard"  has  continued  to  be  successful  after 
more  than  a  decade,  explains  Herbert,  because  "we  make  the  program  fun 
and  our  demonstrations  are  always  entertaining  as  well  as  instructive." 

However,  each  program  offers  a  good  amount  of  serious 
content.  "It's  worth  the  half-hour  of  your  time,"  says  Herbert,  "and 
when  you  have  watched  it,  you  find  you  have  learned  something."  As 
a  result,  the  program  also  is  watched  by  many  adults,  as  well  as 
youngsters.  (more) 
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To  make  the  program  interesting  for  young  viewers,  Herbert 
uses  familiar,  everyday  items  in  his  demonstrations.  During  last 
season,  for  example,  he  used  bowling  balls  and  mixing  bowls  to  make 
pendulums,  and  constructed  an  electric  motor  from  a  knife,  fork,  spoon 
and  egg  beater. 

i!We  can  explain  almost  any  subject  as  long  as  we  illustrate 
it  with  simple  demonstrations  that  are  readily  understood,"  says 
Herbert . 

Herbert’s  ability  to  explain  complex  scientific  phenomena 
in  lucid,  elementary  language  has  evoked  enthusiastic  response  from 
critics  and  parents,  as  'well  as  other  viewers.  A  noted  TV  critic  once 
wrote:  "In  my  opinion,  Don  Herbert  single-handedly  is  launching  more 

children  on  scientific  careers  than  all  the  elementary  schools  in  the 
country  put  together." 

And  a  short  time  ago,  Herbert  received  a  letter  from  a 
thankful  parent  explaining  how  their  son  became  interested  in  science 
many  years  ago  as  a  result  of  "Mr.  Wizard’s"  influence  and  had  now 
graduated  college  with  degrees  in  electronic  engineering  and 
mathematics . 

Over  the  years,  "Watch  Mr.  Wizard"  has  won  17  national 
honors  including  two  Thomas  Alva  Edison  Foundation  Awards  as  "The 
Best  Science  Television  Program  for  Youth."

Robert  Preston,  who  was  acclaimed  the  "hottest  performer  on 
Broadway  in  1958, "  had  never  danced  or  sung  a  note  in  public  up  to  the 
moment  he  stepped  onstage  in  "The  Music  Man."  Following  that  great 
Broadway  success,  he  returned  to  Hollywood.  His  latest  films  include 
"How  the  West  Was  Won,"  “The  Music  Man,"  "All  the  Way  Home"  and  "Not  on 
Your  Life."

HOW  NBC -TV  GAVE  SWIFT  COVERAGE  TO  MINE  RESCUE  STORY 

The  first  scenes  of  the  dramatic  mine  rescue  in  Sheppton, 
Pa.,  this  morning,  taped  as  miner  Henry  Throne  was  raised  to  the 
surface,  were  telecast  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  in  a  12-minute  report 
starting  at  3:^7  a.m.  EDT. 

The  coverage,  made  at  the  rescue  scene  by  an  NBC-TV 
mobile  tape  unit,  was  flown  by  helicopter  to  nearby  Topton  Mountain 
to  a  second  NBC-TV  unit  for  transmission  to  New  York  and  the  NBC-TV 
Network. 

Earlier  on  NBC-TV,  NBC  News  correspondent  Robert  Goralski 
in  a  live  audio  report  from  the  rescue  site  starting  at  1:57  a.m. 

EDT,  described  the  scene  as  Throne  was  raised  to  the  surface.  In  a 
second  live  audio  report  on  NBC-TV  starting  at  2:36  a.m.  EDT,  Goralski 
described  the  rescue  of  the  second  miner,  David  Fellin. 

Later  in  the  morning,  NBC-TV* s  "Today"  show  changed 
one -and -a -ha If  hours  of  its  regular  7-9  a.m.  EDT  programming  to 
report  on  the  mine  rescue.  "Today’s"  coverage  began  at  7  a.m.  and 
included  tape  showing  both  miners  being  raised  the  last  few  feet  to 
the  surface,  emerging  from  the  rescue  shaft,  being  carried  on 
stretchers  to  a  nearby  hospital  tent  and  then  to  Marine  helicopters 
for  transfer  to  Hazleton  State  General  Hospital. 

There  was  also  a  taped  interview  with  Mrs.  Fellin 
shortly  after  her  husband’s  rescue  and  films  of  the  miners’  arrival 
at  the  Hazleton  State  Hospital.

Goralski,  who  also  narrated  the  taped  TV  reports,  then 
flew  to  New  York  to  appear  in  person  on  nToday,:  with  an  eye-witness 
account  of  the  rescue  operations. 

In  addition  to  the  mobile  TV  tape  units,  NBC  News  kept 
two  film  camera  crews  at  the  Sheppton  rescue  scene  and  a  third  camera 
crew  at  the  Hazleton  hospital.  NBC  News  retained  its  film  camera 
crews  at  both  locations  to  cover  the  rescue  operations  for  the  third 
miner,  Louis  Bova. 

NBC  News  utilized  the  helicopter  transfer  because 
geographical  conditions  prevented  the  direct  transmission  of 
television  pictures  from  the  rescue  site,  which  is  in  a  valley,  to 
the  mountain-top  relay  point.  A  circle  of  red  flares  was  used  to 
guide  the  helicopter  to  the  mountain  landing  area  in  the  pre-dawn 
darkness .

In  the  event  of  a  nation-wide  railroad  strike  on  Thursday, 

Aug.  29.  NBC  News  will  present  a  full-hour  special  program  on  the  strike 
that  night  at  7:30-8:30  p.m.  EDT. 

In  addition,  if  a  strike  is  called,  NBC  News  will  interrupt 
the  "Tonight  Show  Starring  Johnny  Carson"  at  12:01  a.m.  EDT  on  Thursday 
with  a  special  report  on  late  developments  in  the  rail  dispute.  The 
report  will  include  live  remote  pickups  from  New  York,  Washington  and 
other  points  affected  by  the  strike. 

The  railroads  are  scheduled  to  reduce  crews  at  12:01  a.m.  and 
five  operating  unions  are  prepared  to  strike  immediately.  A  bill 
requiring  compulsory  arbitration  of  the  dispute  is  now  before  Congress. 

The  full-hour  special  will  feature  Frank  McGee  as  anchorman 
and  will  be  produced  by  Gerald  Greene.

INTERVIEWS  ON  TV  NEWS  SHOWS  ARE  NECESSARY  AND  USEFUL, 

BUT  MUST  BE  CAREFULLY  HANDLED,  SAYS  REUVEN  FRANK, 

EXECUTIVE  PRODUCER  OF  ' HUNTLEY-BRINKLEY  REPORT' 

Interviews  are  a  necessary  and  useful  part  of  television  news 
coverage  but  they  can  be  mishandled,  according  to  Reuven  Frank, 
executive  producer  of  NBC-TV's  new,  expanded  half-hour  "Huntley- 
Brinkley  Report,"  starting  Monday,,  Sept,.  9  (Monday-through-Friday, 

7-7:30  p.m.  EDT) . 

"An  interview  can  too  often  be  a  crutch,"  Frank  says. 

"Getting  a  picture  of  an  event  as  it  happens  takes  effort  and  . 
luck,  sometimes  a  lot  of  both.  Neither  is  needed  to  back  some 
hapless  eyewitness,  or  even  -participant,  against  a  wall  and  let  him 
tell  what  happened. 

"Some  interviews  are  devices  for  putting  a  reporter's  notes  on 
the  air.  Every  beginning  journalist  is  trained  to  talk  to  as  many 
people  as  he  can  at  the  scene  of  a  fire  or  a  murder  and  note  what  they 
say  --  usually  in  thick  copy  pencil  on  newsprint  cut  into  copy  paper  or 
on  the  backs  of  envelopes. 

"He  would  have  been  bemused  if  when  he  returned  to  the  city 
room,  instead  of  having  him  write  his  story  —  from  his  notes  —  his 
city  editor  would  have  sent  him  smudged  copy  paper  or  envelope  to

photo-engraving.  Most  spot  interviews  of  eyewitnesses  are  in  this 
category, 

Frank  points  out  that  on  a  program  reaching  20,000,000  viewers 
a  two-minute  interview  commands  an  aggregate  attention  of  more  than 
600,000  man  hours.  To  justify  such  attention,  he  says,  the  interview 
should  be  planned,  conducted,  filmed  and  edited  with  great  care. 

"Interesting  questions  do  not  guarantee  interesting  answers, 
nor  important  questions  useful  answers,"  he  says.  "There  is  nothing 
more  awkward  than  an  interview  in  which  the  interviewer  is  more 
interesting  than  the  subject.  This  sometimes  happens  by  itself,  but 
other  times  when  the  reporter  is  too  busy  framing  the  next  question  to 

listen  to  the  previous  answer. 

"There  should  be  a  reason  for  every  interview  —  a  reasoned 
reason,  not  a  reflex.  Every  subject  must  be  chosen  because  he  can 
contribute  something  individual  to  the  story.  It  must  be  something 
no  reporter  can  say  better  and  shorter. 

"This  unique  contribution  may  be  his  personality,  or  his 
exalted  position,  or  his  matchless  experience.  Or  he  may  be  such  a 
person  as  would  by  his  instantly  recognizable  stature  make  larger  what  he 
says  by  the  very  fact  that  it  is  he  saying  it."

If  television’s  doctors  have  inspired  the  nation’s  youth 
to  lives  In  medicine,  an  entire  generation  may  turn  to  hopping  bells 
when  Bill  Dana,  as  Jose  Jimenez,  stars  on  NBC-TV  in  a  new  comedy 
series,  "The  Bill  Dana  Show,"  based  on  the  adventures  of  a  bell  hop 
in  a  New  York  hotel.

IN  "WALT  DISNEY* S  WONDERFUL  WORLD  OF  COLOR" 


A  new  menu  of  animal  tales,  comedy -adventure  and  musical 
romance  will  highlight  the  third  season  on  NBC-TV  of  the  award-winning 
"Walt  Disney’s  Wonderful  World  of  Color"  Sunday,  Sept.  29  (7*'30  to 
8:30  p.m.  NYT) . 

Colorful  and  exotic  settings  in  far-away  places  will  keynote 
the  new  shows  --  Disney  camera  crews  have  encamped  in  Florida’s 
Okefenokee  Swamp  country,  set  up  shop  in  the  ballrooms  of  Vienna,  and 
prowled  the  seaports  of  Portugal  and  Spain. 

NBC-TV  and  Disney  announced  a  new  pact  last  spring  which 
called  for  a  two-year  continuation  of  "Wonderful  World  of  Color, " 
carrying  through  the  1964-65  season.  The  coming  year,  1963-64,  will  be 
Disney’s  tenth  in  television  on  a  regular  show  basis. 

Radio  Corporation  of  America  and  Eastman  Kodak  will  again 
sponsor  the  series. 

Fifty  weekly  broadcasts  are  scheduled  --  half  of  which  will 
be  entirely  new  productions  with  the  rest  from  Disney’s  vast  color  film 
library,  none  of  which  has  been  seen  in  color  on  network  television. 

"The  Horse  Without  a  Head, "  an  adventure  drama  pitting  a  group 
of  French  urchins  against  a  band  of  mail  train  robbers,  will  kickoff 
the  season.  The  two-part  production  is  based  on  Paul  Bern's  popular 
novel,  "The  Hundred  Million  Francs."  The  crooks  are  in  the  Disney 
pattern  --  melodramatic  bunglers  haunted  by  bad  luck  and  precocious

Heading  the  cast  are  Jean-Pierre  Aumont,  Pamela  Franklin, 
Vincent  Winter,  and  Loretta  Parry.  Don  Chaffey,  who  directed  ’’The 
Prince  and  the  Pauper"  for  Disney,  directed  "Horse  Without  a  Head." 

A  musical  excursion  into  the  waltz-world  of  Johann  Strauss, 
father  and  son,  will  be  screened  in  two  parts.  "Johann  Strauss" 
depicts  the  struggle  of  Johann  Jr.  to  achieve  success  in  Vienna's 
music  halls  against  the  bitter  opposition  of  his  father.  A  lovely 
singer  loses  her  heart  to  young  Johann  --  though  his  love  of  music 
blinds  him  to  her  charms.  Starred  are Kerwin  Matthews  and  Brian  Aherne 
as  the  younger  and  elder  Strausses,  and  Senta  Berger,  an  Austrian 
beauty  new  to  U.  S.  audiences.  European  teenage  idol,  Peter  Kraus,  is 
also  featured.  Steve  Previn  directs. 

"Hector,  the  stowaway  Dog"  follows  the  adventures  of  a 
mongrel  dog  who  vagabonds  from  Lisbon  to  Barcelona  in  search  of  his 
sailor  master.  He  gets  caught  up  in  the  fetes  and  local  customs  of  the 
areas  he  visits.  Heading  the  cast  in  this  two-part  comedy  are  Craig 
Hill,  Guy  Stockwell,  Eric  P'ohlmann,  Fortuno  Bona  nova  --  and  Hector. 

Disney's  nature  cameramen  turn  their  lenses  on  a  fierce  old 
swamp  cat  in  the  "Wahu  Bobcat"  --  the  tale  of  an  aging  swamp  king  whose 
domain  is  threatened  by  a  younger  and  stronger  cat.  An  old  fisherman 
gives  the  tottering  leader  a  helping  hand. 

Animals  also  get  top  billing  in  two  other  Disney  nature  films 
--  "Jungle  Cat"  and  "The  Hound  That  Thought  He  ’Was  a  Raccoon."  Both 
are  theatrical  releases  appearing  on  television  for  the  first  time. 

Disney's  sagacious  professor,  Ludwig  von  Drake,  brings  his 
special  brand  of  erudition  to  two  programs.  His  educational  gambits 
will  cover  such  subjects  as  flying,  keeping  in  shape,  and  cruising  on 
the  Mediterranean.

Imogene  Coca  returns  to  television  to  star  in  the  title  role 
of  "Grindl,"  filmed  half-hour  situation  comedy  series,  which 
premieres  with  the  pilot  episode,  "The  Gruesome  Basement”  on  NBC-TV 
Sunday,  Sept.  15  (8:30-9  p.m.  NYT) . 

Grindl  is  a  working  girl.  Each  week  Mr.  Anson  Poster 
(James  Milhollin)  of  Poster’s  temporary -employment  agency  finds  her  a 
job  —  as  a  maid,  cook,  unskilled  office  worker,  or  any  combination 
thereof.  Every  Sunday  night  television  audiences  will  see  Miss  Coca 
perform  the  zany  antics  of  the  spunky  girl  with  the  strange  name  of 
Grindl. 

In  "The  Gruesome  3asement,"  Grindl  is  hired  by  Mrs.  Hartman 
(Catherine  Cordell)  as  a  maid.  She  exercises  spartan  dominaticn  over 
her  home  and  Mr.  Hartman  (Telly  Savalas).  Mrs.  Hartman  tells  Grindl 
the  importance  of  absolute  cleanliness,  punctuality,  soberness  and  no 
smoking,  drinking  or  parties  and  says  this  is  the  way  both  she  and 
Mr.  Hartman  maintain  their  home. 

When  Grindl  finds  Mr.  Hartman  throwing  a  noisy  house  party, 
she  associates  it  with  Mrs.  Hartman’s  sudden,  unexplained  disappearance. 
Grindl  attempts  to  interest  the  police  in  Mrs.  Hartman’s  mysterious 
absence.  Her  hue  and  cry  go  unheeded  until  she  gets  unexpected 
assistance  from  wet  cement  and  a  coal  truck. 

James  Milhollin,  who  supports  Miss  Coca  in  the  regular 
continuing  role  of  Mr.  Foster,  the  employment  agency’s  head  man,

has  a  long  list  of  credits  on  the  New  York  stage,  motion  pictures  and 
television. 

Miss  Coca  was  a  television  favorite  during  her  six-season 
association  with  Sid  Caesar  on  NBC-TV  in  "Saturday  Night  Revue,"  and 
"Your  Show  of  Shows." 

Before  her  television  work  she  performed  on  Broadway  in 
Leonard  Sillman’s  original  "New  Paces"  revue  and  "The  Straw  Hat  Revue. 
After  achieving  TV  stardom  as  a  comedienne,  she  returned  to  Broadway 
for  leading  roles  in  "Janus"  and  "The  Girls  in  509."  Then  she  toured 
for  two  years  with  her  husband,  actor  King  Donovan,  in  "Once  Upon  a 
Mattress,"  and  "The  Thurber  Carnival." 

"Grindl"  was  created  by  David  Swift.  He  also  wrote  and 
directed  the  pilot  film.  Winston  O’Keefe  is  the  producer  of  the  series 
which  is  filmed  at  Screen  Gems  in  Hollywood,  Calif.  Harry  Ackerman  is 
executive  producer. 

Grindl  is  a  capable  worker,  but  the  world  is  unofficially 
against  her.  She  fights  the  bad  breaks  that  plague  her,  and  attempts 
to  rise  above  her  jinxed  status,  but  it  seems  her  lot  to  wind  up  on 
the  bottom.  She  represents  the  browbeaten,  intimidated  "little  girl" 
who  can’t  seem  to  help  getting  pushed  around.

AS  LIVE  SUNDAY  FEATURE  STARTING  SEPT.  22 


"G-E  College  Bowl,"  Peabody  and  Emmy  Award-winning  inter¬ 
collegiate  question-and-answer  series,  will  become  a  live  Sunday  color 
feature  when  it  moves  to  NBC-TV  for  the  1963-64  season,  starting 
Sept.  22  (5:30-6  p.m.  NYT) . 

Robert  Earle  is  moderator  of  "G-E  College  Bowl,"  the  fast- 
moving  informational-educational  program,  which  will  start  its  sixth 
TV  season  when  it  moves  to  NBC.  Earle  directs  questions  to  opposing 
teams  of  college  students,  who  compete  for  student  scholarship  grants 
made  to  the  schools  they  represent  by  the  sponsor,  the  General  Electric 
Company. 

"G-E  College  Bowl"  began  on  CBS-TV  Jan.  4,  1959.  Since  then 
it  has  presented  bright,  talented  college  and  university  students  in 
weekly  contests  in  which  quick  recall  of  facts  —  in  science,  literature, 
government,  world  affairs,  mathematics,  history,  mythology,  the 
performing  arts  and  many  other  fields  —  is  of  prime  importance. 

The  contest  rules  provide  that  every  week  two  teams  of  four 
students  each  compete  against  one  another.  The  winning  team  receives  a 
$1,500  scholarship  grant  and  the  runner-up  $500.  The  winning  team  returns 
the  next  week  to  face  another  school’s  group.  Five  consecutive 
victories  are  the  maximum  any  school  may  win  on  the  series.  The

NBC  News*  early  coverage  today  (Aug.  28)  of  the  civil  rights 
march  on  Washington  included  comprehensive  reports  during  two  hours  of 
the  "Today"  program,  frequent  reports  on  the  gathering  of  the  marchers, 
and  a  full-hour  program  covering  the  official  start  of  the  march,  part 
of  which  was  transmitted  via  the  Telstar  II  communications  satellite 
to  countries  in  both  Western  and  Eastern  Europe. 

NBC  alone  among  the  TV  networks  provided  continuous  coverage 
of  the  march  from  11; 30  a.m.  to  12; 30  p.m.  EDT. 

The  live  Telstar  transmission  began  at  12  noon  and  ran  for 
23  minutes.  It  was  relayed  live  to  the  Eurovision  network  serving 
requests  from  England,  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Denmark,  France, 
Sweden,  Norway,  Switzerland  and  Italy.  The  23-minute  segment  was 
taped  by  the  Intervision  network  which  includes  East  Germany,  Russia, 
Poland,  Bulgaria,  Hungary,  Romania  and  Czechoslovakia.

NBC  News'  special  coverage  of  the  March  on  Washington  pre¬ 
sented  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network  this  morning  totaled  one  hour  and  13 
minutes*  It  began  with  a  14-minute  broadcast  at  8:45  a.m.  EDT.  This 
was  followed  by  four  broadcasts  of  nine  minutes  each  at  10:20,  10:50, 
11:20  and  11:50  a.m,  EDT,  and  by  23  minutes  of  coverage  starting  at 
12:06  p.m.  In  addition  to  these  special  broadcasts,  the  March  was 
covered  on  the  "NBC  News-on- the-Hour"  programs.  The  special  radio 
coverage  was  scheduled  to  continue  throughout  the  day. 

"Today"  opened  its  coverage  at  the  start  of  its  telecast 
at  7  a.m.  EDT.  The  live  pickups  from  Washington  showed  early  arrivals 
at  the  Washington  Monument  and  the  Lincoln  Memorial  and  the  elaborate 
preparations,  including  the  emergency  Red  Cross  tents  and  arrangements 
for  news  coverage  of  the  march. 

Between  the  end  of  "Today"  and  the  start  of  the  full-hour  TV 
special  NBC  News  presented  bulletined  reports  every  half-hour  on  NBC-TV. 

The  special  program,  featuring  Frank  McGee  as  anchorman, 
followed  the  orderly  progress  of  the  marchers  who  were  shown  singing  "We 
Shall  Overcome"  and  bearing  placards  which,  as  Martin  Agronksv  pointed 
out,  emphasized  the  word  "Now."

Good  memory  and  imagination  are  the  key  factors  required  to  be 
a  winner  on  "Concentration,"  NBC-TV’s  top-rated  daytime  program  which 
stars  Hugh  Downs  as  host.

The  loser  is  out  of 
competition,  and  although  he  doesn’t  win  any  prizes  credited  to  him, 
receives  a  consolation  award. 

Norm  Blumenthal  is  the  producer  of  "Concentration, "  and  Ted 
Nathanson  the  director.  The  series  has  been  on  NBC-TV  since  Aug.  25, 
1958.  During  September,  the  show  will  hold  a  "Challenge  cf  Champions"

Never  Before  Shown  on  Television 

Rare  film  on  the  history  of  Negroes  in  the  United  States, 
including  scenes  from  Thomas  Edison's  1903  production  of  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin,"  never  before  shown  on  television,  will  be  presented  in  "The 
American  Revolution  of  '63,"  NBC-TV's  three-hour  study  of  the  civil 
rights  issue  Monday,  Sept.  2  (7s30-10s30  p.m.  EDT) . 

After  screening  200,000  feet  of  film  at  five  of  the  nation's 
major  film  vault  collections,  NBC  researchers  selected  a  group  of  rare 
films  showing  the  treatment  of  the  Negro  in  this  country  as  far  back  as 
1915.  Other  historical  film  from  19  different  states,  especially 
California,  Florida,  Illinois,  Massachusetts  and  Missouri,  will  show  the 
national  scope  of  the  20th  Century  problems  of  the  Negro  in  America. 

A  performance  by  Bert  Williams,  one  of  the  first  great  Negro 
entertainers,  will  be  seen  in  another  film  sequence,  also  dating  back  to 
1915. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  National  Archives,  Library  of 
Congress,  New  York  Historical  Society,  Chicago  Historical  Society  and 
the  Lincoln  National  Life  Foundation,  NBC  has  assembled  a  collection  of

NBC  News'  television  coverage  Wednesday,  Aug.  28  of  the  civil 
rights  march  on  Washington,  spanning  17  hours,  began  with  early  morning 
"Today"  program  and  ended  at  midnight  with  a  special  program  reviewing 
the  day's  events  and  including  a  discussion  by  three  leaders  of  the 
march. 

The  three  leaders  on  the  45-minute  special  were  Walter  P. 
Reuther,  head  of  the  United  Automobile  Workers ;  A.  Philip  Randolph, 
head  of  the  American  Negro  Labor  Council,  and  Whitney  M.  Young  Jr., 
executive  director  of  the  National  Urban  League. 

During  the  day,  NBC  News  presented  three  other  special 
programs  and  bulletined  reports  every  half  hour  covering  the  start  of 
the  march  at  the  Washington  Monument,  the  orderly  movement  of  the 
procession  and  the  speeches  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial.  The  three 
specials  were  presented  at  11:30  a.m.  to  12:30  p.m.,  2-2:25  p.m.  and 
4:30-6  p.m.  EDT. 

Kenneth  Bernstein,  NBC  News  correspondent  in  London,  reported 
that  Europe  —  on  both  sides  of  the  Iron  Curtain  —  saw  NBC  News 
coverage  of  the  march  transmitted  across  the  Atlantic  via  the  Telstar  II 
communications  satellite.  Two  excerpts  of  the  NBC  News  coverage  were 
transmitted  --  one  at  12  noon  to  12:23  p.m.  EDT  and  the  other  at

Bernstein  said  that  six  countries,  all  members  of  the 
Eurovision  network,  carried  the  coverage  live.  He  sail  that  most  of 
the  Communist  countries,  members  of  Intervision,  accepted  and  taped  the 
program,  which  included  speeches  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial  and  reports 
from  various  points  by  NBC  News  correspondents. 

Bernstein  said  that  an  early  evening  news  program  of  the 
British  Broadcasting  Corporation  carried  an  excerpt  of  tie  coverage. 

In  addition,  he  said,  BBC  announced  it  would  expand  a  Xat‘j  evening 
news  program  to  present  the  coverage  relayed  by  Telstar.

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DR.  PHYLLIS  M.  WRIGHT,  TECHNICAL  CONSULTANT  TO  1  DR.  KILDARE'  SERIES, 
WRITES  McCALL'S  MAGAZINE  STORY  ABOUT  HER  BEHIND-SCENES  ASSIGNMENT 

A  behind-the-scenes  story  of  the  filming  of  medical  scenes 
for  NBC-TV's  "Dr.  Kildare"  is  told  in  the  September  issue  of  McCall's 
Magazine  by  the  doctor  who  is  technical  consultant  to  the  series.  Dr. 
Phyllis  M.  Wright  tells  of  her  participation  in  the  making  of  the  pro¬ 
grams,  how  she  teaches  Dr.  Kildare  (Richard  Chamberlain)  and  Dr.  Gillespie 
(Raymond  Massey)  to  handle  their  instruments  and  the  various  treatments 
they  must  administer. 

Dr.  Wright,  the  wife  of  a  physician  and  the  mother  of  two 
children,  is  a  practicing  pediatrician.  She  relates  how  she  goes  from 
her  morning  dealing  with  real  patients  and  doctors  and  nurses,  to  Stage 
Eleven  on  the  M-G-M  lot  where  the  TV  show  is  filmed.  Dr.  Wright  also 
gives  her  own  impressions  of  Chamberlain  and  Massey.  She  reports  that 
in  spite  of  the  detailed  work  in  making  a  weekly  full-hour  dramatic  show, 
there  is  often  levity  on  the  set,  with  Chamberlain  and  Massey  setting 
off  the  laughter. 

Dr.  Wright  told  the  producer  that  her  mother,  expressing  sur¬ 
prise  when  she  took  on  the  job,  remarked  that  the  production  crew  would 
probably  end  up  calling  her  "Phyllism  baby"  on  the  set.  So  that  is  what 
about  half  of  the  crew  do  call  her.  But  she  adds;  some  of  them  prefer 
to  use  the  more  formal  "Doctor,  baby."

HAS  WON  THE  PRAISE  OR  PARTICIPANTS  AND  AUDIENCES 

"Meet  the  Press"  Is  the  pioneer  press  conference  of  the 
air.  It  was  the  first  of  its  kind  on  radio  (Oct.  5,  19^5)  and  again 
the  first  on  television  (NBC-TV,  Nov.  6,  19^7).  Today  it  is  the 
oldest  weekly  public  service  program  on  television  and  one  of  the  oldest 
programs  of  any  type  in  that  medium.  It  is  credited  with  contributing 
a  form  of  electronic  journalism  which  is  now  an  important  part  of  the 
American  free  press. 

The  program  is  telecast  in  color  each  Sunday,  at  6  p.m. 

NYT  on  NBC-TV  and  broadcast  a  half-hour  later  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network. 
It  is  conducted  as  a  press  conference  with  four  newsmen  questioning  an 
important  guest.  The  program  is  a  Public  Affairs  presentation  of  NBC 
News.  Most  of  the  color  telecasts  are  presented  live. 

"Meet  the  Press"  was  the  idea  of  Lawrence  E,  Spivak  who 
developed  and  co-produced  the  program  with  Martha  Rountree.  In  1953 * 
Spivak  purchased  her  interest  and  she  retired  from  the  program.  In 
1955*  be  sold  "Meet  the  Press"  to  NBC  and  continued  as  producer  and 
panelist  under  a  long-term  contract. 

Since  its  inception  "Meet  the  Press"  has  interviewed  leaders 
in  all  walks  of  life  from  all  over  the  world.  Among  them:  President 
John  P.  Kennedy,  Vice  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  Prime  Minister 
Jawaharlal  Nehru  of  India,  Chancellor  Konrad  Adenauer  of  Germany,

The  program  has  played  a  significant  role  in  the  important 
events  of  the  last  15  years  and  is  credited  with  making  more  front¬ 
page  news  than  any  program  in  the  history  of  radio  and  television. 

It  was  on  "Meet  the  Press"  that  Whittaker  Chambers,  for  the 
first  time  without  Congressional  immunity,  branded  Alger  Hiss  a 
Communist  and  started  the  chain  of  events  that  led  to  the  eventual 
conviction  of  Hiss  for  perjury. 

It  was  on  "Meet  the  Press"  that  Governor  Dewey  announced 
his  withdrawal  from  the  1952  Presidential  race  and  endorsed  General 
Elsenhower.

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It  was  on  "Meet  the  Press"  that  Senator  Walter  George 
called  for  the  meeting  of  heads  of  state  which  resulted  in  the  famed 
1955  "summit"  conference. 

It  was  on  "Meet  the  Press"  in  19^9  that  Gen.  Walter  Bedell 
Smith  gave  the  first  public  hint  that  the  Russians  might  have  an 
A-bomb,  a  fact  acknowledged  by  the  United  States  government  a  few 
months  later. 

It  was  on  "Meet  the  Press"  that  Adlai  Stevenson  in  1952 
sparked  a  grass-roots  movement  that  ended  in  his  winning  the  Democratic 
nomination  for  President.  Jacob  Arvey,  who  masterminded  the  strategy 
for  the  Stevenson  nomination,  said,  "Were  it  not  for  ’Meet  the  Press,’ 
Stevenson  would  never  in  my  opinion  have  been  considered  as  a  candidate 
for  the  Presidency." 

It  was  on  "Meet  the  Press"  in  1959  that  Anastas  Mikoyan’s 
mask  of  amiability  fell  off  when,  as  a  New  York  Times  editorial  said, 

"He  lost  most  of  his  earlier  gains  in  public  relations  by  his 
disingenuousness  in  his  television  interview." 

Attorney  General  Robert  F.  Kennedy,  appearing  on  the  program, 
told  listeners  that  his  brother,  the  President,  would  "stand  up"  on 
Berlin  even  If  it  meant  using  nuclear  weapons  —  a  statement  published 
on  front  pages  throughout  the  world. 

"Meet  the  Press"  today  is  seen  and  heard  by  millions.  On 
occasion  it  is  rebroadcast  in  many  of  the  free  nations  of  the  world: 
England,  West  Germany,  Austria,  Australia,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Mexico. 
The  program  has  won  every  major  award  in  its  field,  including  the 
Peabody,  Ohio  State  University,  Look  Magazine,  Sylvania  and  Academy 
of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences  honors.

The  program  has  won  high  praise  from  leaders  of  both 
political  parties.

OF  CONTINUOUS  WEEKLY  PRODUCTION  IN  FALL 

The  NBC  Television  Religious  Program  will  start  its  13th  year 
of  continuous  weekly  production  this  Fall.  The  program  is  telecast 
Sundays  from  1:30  to  2  p.m.,  NYT,  in  diverse  formats  including  drama, 
dramatic  reading,  documentary,  dance,  conversation  and  lesson. 

Each  presentation  in  the  52-week  schedule  is  produced  in 
cooperation  with  one  of  the  nation's  major  faith  groups.  This  season, 
for  the  first  time,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  will  join  with 
NBC  in  four  productions  rather  than  two  as  heretofore.  (Since  this 
will  bring  the  total  number  of  offerings  to  54,  the  two  added  shows 
will  be  telecast  on  Saturdays,  Dec.  14  and  21.)

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  ADVISES  PROFESSIONAL  LEADERS  OF  BOY  SCOUTS 
TO  PARALLEL  EMPHASIS  ON  PHYSICAL  AND  MORAL  DEVELOPMENT 
WITH  EVER-GREATER  STRESS  ON  INTELLECTUAL  ACHIEVEMENT 

Speaking  before  3,600  professional  leaders  of  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  told  Scout  leaders  this 
morning  (Friday,  Aug.  30),  to  parallel  their  emphasis  on  physical  and 
moral  development  with  an  ever-greater  stress  on  intellectual  achieve¬ 
ment. 

"It  is  entirely  within  the  scope  of  .'Scouting  to  convey  the 
sense  of  excitement  in  the  new  American  challenge, "Mr.  Sarnoff  said. 

"If,  in  the  preparation  of  tests,  the  creation  of  merit  badges,  the 
programming  of  activities,  Scouting  takes  into  further  account  the  needs 
of  tomorrow’s  technological  world,  it  will  have  fulfilled  a  critical 
function  for  the  nation  and  for  freedom." 

Mr.  Sarnoff  spoke  before  the  Scouting  executives  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign-Urbana,  where 
they  have  gathered  for  the  12th  National  Training  Conference. 

The  Conference  began  on  Aug.  29  and  continues  through  Sept.  4. 
Held  every  four  years,  the  Conference  is  a  time  when  professional  Scouts 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  gather  to  receive  vital  information  on  how

leadership  of  Chief  Scout  Executive  Joseph  A.  Brunton  Jr.  and  members 
of  the  organization's  professional  staff. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  spoke  on  the  subject,  "Facing  the  Challenge  of 
the  Changing  Times,"  at  the  Conference  Forum  on  "Business,  Industry  and 
Communication.-. 

He  told  the  professional  leaders  that  Scouting  can  play  a 
major  role  in  training  the  minds  of  youth  to  meet  the  complex  and 
challenging  era  ahead.  He  added  that  "nothing  should  ever  supersede 
the  lessens  that  nature  offers  to  youth.  In  its  closeness  to  the 
earth. . .Scouting  retains  its  strength  and  renews  its  communion  with 
each  succeeding  generation  of  boys.  After  all,  there  are  few  things 
in  this  increasingly  automated  world  to  beat  sitting  around  a  campfire 
and  sleeping  under  the  stars." 

Declaring  that  while  "no  formula  exists  for  instant  camping 
and  no  fusion  process  has  replaced  two  pieces  of  wood  for  starting 
fires,  tomorrow's  generation  of  Scouts  may  well  prepare  its  camp  meals 
on  portable  solar  stoves  adapted  from  space  developments . " 

Referring  to  the  changes  and  challenges  facing  all  of  us, 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  "the  question  might  properly  be  asked;  In  what  way 
can  we  prepare  youngsters  for  this  new  environment  in  which  they  will 
live  and  work?"  pointing  out  that  "we  can  do  so  primarily,  I  believe,  by 
giving  the  generation  of  tomorrow  a  clear  perspective  of  the  economic 
and  social  mutations  that  are  under  way,  and  by  helping  them  grasp  the 
full  meaning  of  the  synthesis  between  scientific  theory  and  industrial 
reality  that  will  dominate  their  lives."
